We have heard of Tate of an o r ­ 
ganized attem pt, financed by persons 
not altogether uninterested 
in the 
sugar business, to foment grave dis­ 
orders in Cuba. 
It is said to have 
l»een provoked by the knowledge th a t 
»he provisional government of Cuba 
is ttreparing for the holding of m u n i­ 
cipal and provincial elections, preli­ 
minary to the national elections, and 
to h°ve for its intent the precipita­ 
tion of a chaotic 
state of affairs 
w hich w ill m ake it necessary to post­ 
pone indefinitely the holding of the 
elections and to retain 
indefinitely 
the American troops and the provi­ 
sional government. 
Know ledge of some such conspira­ 
cies in the past m akes this tale of 
present 
plotting 
seem 
plausible. 
Knowledge of existing conditions in 
Cuba and of the disposition of the 
Cuban provisional government makes 
such a venture seem w hat insurance j njne 
people would call an extra-hazardous 
risk. 
T here is reason to believe th at 
Governor Magoon is quite tired of 
having feather-brained fools or m a - ! 
licious criminals playing at revolu­ 
tions and chicken stealing, and th a t 
he is disposed to deal with any such J 
gentry in a way calculated to wound j 
deeply their “ patriotic” s u s c e p ti b l e I 
ties and to deprive society of their ( 
presence for a protracted period.

Garfield, and it has been the subject 
of a preliminary conference between 
the secretary and the O klahom a sen- 
i ator. 
Tho latter claims th a t in acquiring 
the lands he did absolutely nothing 
th a t was unlawful. 
He insists th a t 
the deeds were obtained legitimately 
1 by his agents, he merely furnishing 
the money, and he does not believe 
his action can he questioned. 
In any 
event, he holds that the law is un­ 
constitutional and he has expressed 
his willingness to have the m a tte r 
tested in th e courts,
